On the night of July 28, 1957 I saw a large ohenomena in the sicy. I vlace 
the sichtine of this odject on the “ew York and the Nove Eneland side and about a 
third of a mile over the Sound, directly across fror Larehmont, New York. The 
Shenomena or unknovwm was about a mile above the surface of the earth, The object 
“as round and vet the edeings were not true. Thev were oval end went in and out, 
The un<nown adpeared as a great white licht and as I became aware of what I was 
seeing I realized that I had better stay alert and record the happenings for I 
knew immediately that this was sonething extraordinery. I covld see the colors 
red, blue, green and white. And as I stated above, the make-up and predominant 
color vas white. The colors which I was able to see were in from the edges. 
the edges were definitely white. The colors were blinking on and off and there 
was good timing about them. That is, there was no lagging, no unnecessary 
ervals between the blinkings. There was ee biming and precision and it 
vas constant. The colors went on and off continuously. The colors which I saw 
‘ere woven in this all conclusive white. This object moved very wis toward 
the shore line and at the same altitude about a mile, as I have said oefore, 
Upon reaching the shore line the eo ay and the all conclusive white weakene 
from the outside. That is to say, the dimness and wealmess of the light started 
fron the edges and worked inward toward the middle till there was nothing. Or 
vo pub it, another way, the ohenonena just shrunk and became nothing. It vonished. 
Five mimites went by anc the same or like ohenomena anveared in relatively 
che same position and at the same altitude. Along with it appeared another 
object with the exact and unvistakzhble characteristics as its mate. T could 
now see two zreat bodies of licht. The movement, the lights, the colors, were 
2t this moment, doing and acting just like the first sightine as descrided above. 
the second object which i spe2k of was farther out over the Sound and was about 
175 yards to the left of its mate. Both were at the same altitude. Both were 
moying in on the snore line. The new mate, the one to the left, was moving 
just. a littie faster foe. it was moving in on the other phenomena, 
“hen the new ope ct appeared to be about 50 vards from its mate a chance 
sommenced. The colored lights were going on and off. And suddenly the colored 
Lents condensed and became four great jagged pieces of Light like that of lLighter- 
iz, The new object was now all white but the four jacged pieces of light dominated and 
zde the renaining pe look silly. Or, to put it another way, tne four jagged 
sces of light were adout ten times brighter and ¢reater than the remaining light. 
saw the four Méces of jagged light for about fifteen secones. Then the colored 
thts went on and co7menced to go on and off. And then from the edges, working 
nward, the odject turned to s rusty red. At this voint the vhenomena the 
left went into or behind its mate a 
sing on the object closest 
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
